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The Legislature and the Judges. 

Baitor Constitution: The next legisia- 
ture will have many important matters 
to attend to, some of which have already 
been mentioned in he Constitution. There 
is one thing to which I desire to call 
special attention, and that is the equ@al- 
ization of the work of the circuit judges, 
which, as the circuits are now arranged, 
is very unequal, some judges doing at 
least a third more and perhaps twice or 
three times as much work ae others. The 
present arrangement of the circuits, with 
a few exceptions, was made many years 
ago, and the work was then just about 
equally divided; but since then many 


work very unequal. ; 

While the whole state has increased in 

Wealth, population and litigation, the 

has not been uniform in coun- 
ties or circuits. The counties and cir- 
cutts which have increased 
most wealth, population and litiga- 
tion, and especially in litigation, are 
those through which railroads have been 
run, and in which manufactories have 
been built. This unequal increase in 
Htigation makes the rearrangement of 
the circuits, so as to equalize the work 
of the judges, almost imperative; and 
justice, both to the litigants and tne 
judges, demands that it should be done 
without delay. Then, the legislature will 
certainly establish several new coun- 
ties, provided for by a recent amendment 
to the constitution, which may necessi- 
tate the making of a new circuit; but 
if not, it wiht certainly increase the 
necessity for a rearrangement of the 
circuits. 

In rearranging the circuits, which I 
am sure will be done, the legislature 
should not only endeavor to equalize toe 
work, but to equalize the traveling ex- 
penses of the judges as nearly as prac- 
ticable, or make some provision for the 
payment of the actual mileage,of the 
judges when traveling on official bus- 
ness, thus making the pay as well as the 
work of the judges as nearly equal as 
possible.

FEDERAL SUPERVISION _ 
OF INSURANCE COMPANIES 


URTON SMITH, the southern mem- 
ber of the standing committee on 
insurance of the American Bar 

Association, has made study of the 
question of federal icocltiains of insur- 
ance, and yesterday told of the inves- 
tigations conducted by his committee.

STAY IN ASYLUM 


Prison Commission Will Not 
Pardon Woman Who Tried 
to Kill Husband. . 


The prison commission will decline to 
grant a pardon to Mrs. Capitola Wood, 
who was sentenced to serve a two years’ 
sentence in the state penitentiary for as- 
sault with intent to murder her hus- 
band, W. J. Wood, of Atlanta. After be- 
ing sent to the state prison farm at Mil- 
ledgeville, under this sentence, Mrs. Wood 
was found to be insane and was trans- 
ferred to the state sanitarium.

He had employed attorneys to §0 
before the commission and oppose her ef- 
forts to secure a pardon, but now that 
the commission has decided not to re- 
lease her, there will be no necessity for 
this.

Peaches and cantaloupes. will bring 
many hundred thousands of northern dol]- 
lars to Georgia this year. Reports re- 
ceived from growers @ all parts of the 


state by I. M. Fleming, the representative | 


of the Armour refrigerator cars, show 
that while the late freeze undoupbteaty 
did considerable damage in spots, the 
Georgia peach crop as a whole will be an 
excellent one. 

Mr. Fleming is receiving reports from 
the individual] growers in all séctions of 
the state. Now that Atlanta has been 
made southeastern headquarters for the 
Armour lines, the work of preparing v 
handle the immense fruit crops in this 
section is done here, and the first step 
toward securing this result so important 
to the growers is the collection of infor- 
mation upon which the 
make its preparations to meet the de- 
mand for cars and also upon which it 
can base its contracts for ice, as these 
contracts have to be made early each 
season in order to insure a sufficient 
Supply when the time for moving the 
crop comes, There is complete coopera- 
tion between the growers and the refrige- 
rator car companies in this section, each 
being dependent upon the other; the car 
company depending upon the growers for 


other hand, depending upon the car lines 
for the proper marketing of the crop, 
which means everything to them. ‘* 
“We are compelled,” said Mr. Fleming 
yesterday, ‘“‘to give fina] notice to the tice 
companies by May 5, since the quantities 
of ice we must have are a strain upon 
the productive capacity of many of the 
Plants. Naturally where we have no plants 
of our OWn We purchase ice at the near- 
est point to the place of shipment, and 
some of the glants are small. To illus- 
trate, we buy at Valdosta several hun- 
dred tons for the icing of our cars used 
in the shipment of the contaloupes 
raised in that immediate section. In or- 
der to insure our having it we have to 
make contracts for that ice considerably 
in advance of the time we wil! call for it. 
‘Before making our contracts we endeavor, 
through communication with al] the prin- 
cipal growers, to ascertain as nearly as 
possible just what the shipment will be. 
Should the crop fail for any reason we 
will have that ice on our hands, prac. 
tically a total loss to us. The news- 
papers stated a few days ago that some 
sort of a caterpillar had made its ap- 


pearance among the cantaloupes and the 
growers feared It would do much damage. 
Whether there is real danger from this 
source has not yet been determined, but 
our present advices concerning 
loupes are highly favorable, as are our 
advices concerning peaches.,’’ 

In preparing his formal letters of In- 
quiry sent peach growers, Mr. Fleming 
asks for information showing the num- 
ber of trees this year as compared with 
last, the number of crates each grower 
believes he will have for shipment, and 
there is a special inquiry relative to fhe 
Elberta. 

“That,”’ he explained, “is the great 
commercial peach of Georgia, and it 
makes the heaviest demand upon our car 
facilities, as the crop is marketed within 
a perfod of a very few dys. It is of 
the highest importance to the growers 
that the fruit is properly handled in 
shipment. Improper refrigeration or un- 
necessary delays, guch as used to be not 
infrequently the case, would be fatal.

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‘ullock Bonds May Be Needed 
by State as Evidence, 


Resolution, but To Report to 
Legislature the Importance 
of Keeping Some of These

The commission discovered with the 
first package examined that in destroy- 
ing these old bonds it would, in some 
cases, be obliterating valuable evidence 
which the state may be called on to use 
in the event of a suit brought to force 
payment of the outlawed bonds of the 
| State, and it was decided the safest plan 
| would be not to comply with the resolu- 
tion of the legislature, but rather to re- 
|port this discovery to that body and ask 
for further instructions regarding the 
matter. 

The first package fished out of a pile 


and coupons that filled up the entire end 
of State Treasurer Park’s office con- 
j tained 500 of the gold quarterly bonds of 
|the denomination of $1,000 each, bear- 
jing interest at 7 per cent and signed by 
Governor Rufus B, Bullock and Secretary 
of State David G Cotting.. These bonds 
were issued under an act of the carpet 
bag legislature, approved September. 15, 

1870, and were numbered from 2001 to 
2500, showing that the total issue under 
this act must have been something like 
$2,500,000. The act gave the governor 
power to issue fhese gold quarterly bonds 
in unlimifed number, provided that they 
should be sold, and that outstanding 
bonds of the state and other indebtedness 
should be taken up with the proceeds. 

Bonds Were Outlawed, 

As these 500 bonds were not issued, the 
indications are that $2,000,000 of the gold 
'quarterlies were issued. Some of these 
|'gold quarterlies, which were issued in 
'good faith, to take up valid obligations 
|of the state, were redeemed years ago, 
' while others are still outstanding and 
‘have been outlawed by legislative enact- 
iment and by the constitution of 1877. 
Attention was called to these facts by 
| Attorney General John C. Hart, when 
| the commission met this morning in 
| Treasurer Park's office to begin burning 
ithe old bonds. For a long time a suit 
‘of some kind against the state, perhaps
